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REMARKS 

Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of the present application in view of the 
foregoing amendments and in view of the reasons that follow. 

Claims 8-27 are requested to be cancelled without prejudice to further prosecution on the 
merits in this or another application. 

Claims 1 and 4-7 are now pending in this application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

On page 5 of the Office Action, the Examiner noted that Claims 1 and 4-7 are allowed. 

After the cancellation of Claims 8-27, the only remaining claims (1 and 4-7) are allowed. 
Therefore, Applicants respectfiiUy submit that the present apphcation is in condition for 
allowance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 102 

On page 2 of the Office Action, the Examiner rejected Claims 15-19 and 21-26 under 35 
U.S.C. § 102 as being anticipated by U.S. Pat. No. 6,091,343 to Dykema et al. (" Dvkema "y 

Applicants have cancelled claims 15-19 and 21-26 and the rejections thereof are now 

moot. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. S 103 

On page 3 of the Office Action, the Examiner rejected Claims 8-14 as being unpatentable 
over U.S. Pat. No. 6,747,568 to Teskey ("Teskey") in view of Dvkema under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a). 

On page 4 of the Office Action, the Examiner rejected Claim 20 as being unpatentable over 
Dykema in view of U.S. Pat. No. 5,614,906 to Hayes et al. (" Haves ") under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a). 
On page 4 of the Office Action, the Examiner rejected Claims 22 and 27 as being unpatentable 
over Dykema in view of Teskey irnder 35 U.S.C. § 103(a). 

Applicants have cancelled claims 8-14, 20, 22 and 27 and the rejections thereof are now 

moot.
